revision of their taxing powers 
if they are to solve their grave 
financial prob lems.

There are 
abun dan t p roofs that the in ten sity of a man ’s emo­ 
tion is more imp ortan t than the ex ten t of his edu­ 
cation or the size of his brain . 
Some of the world’s g reatest literary works hav e 
been p roduced un der the in fluen ce of deep emotion . 
Defoe, for in stan ce, was a p rolific writer, but p ro­ 
duced n othin g outstan din g un til dire n eed of mon ey 
an d fear of the debtors’ p rison caused him to write 
Robin son Crusoe.” 
Her hatred of slav ery in duced 
Harriet Beecher Stowe to write “Un cle Tomb’s Cabin ,” 
on e of the world’s most widely read books. 
Two of 
Tolstoi's g reatest masterp ieces—“War an d Peace” an d 
“An n a Karen in a”—were likewise in sp ired by deep ly - 
felt emotion s. 
Emotion is a p owerful factor in human success 
of an y kin d. 
Abraham Lin coln ’s crav in g for kn ow­ 
ledg e on ce caused him to walk twen ty miles to bor­ 
row a book. 
Ev en more in sp irin g hav e been the 
zeal an d determin ation of men who aimed, n ot at 
temp oral g oals, but hig h sp iritual attaiiir^ien t. Ev ery 
sain t has been an in div idual driv en by the emotion 
of a g reat lov e of God. 
That comp arativ ely few seerii 
p ossess a real 
dep th of sp iritual emotion may be due to a lack of 
in terest in relig ion . 
An d that lack of in terest, in 
turn , may be traced to un awai'en ess of the truth that 
relig ion is n ot on ly an ap p roach to God, but the road 
to more hap p y an d balan ced liv in g . 
The in div idual who is willin g to brin g to the 
study of the sp iritual the same dev otion that leads 
to success in the temp oral sp here will fin d that in 
focusin g his min d an d thoug ht on relig ion his heart 
will in time be stirred bv a hitherto un felt emotion . 
Relig ion is, after all, the most imp ortan t study that 
man can un dertake, sin ce it deals with matters which 
affect his etern al as well as his earthly future. 
There hav e been men an d women who sp en t 
their liv es in con stan t con temp lation of God an d of 
man ’s relation to God. 
Not man y hav e the g ift of 
true con temp lation , but there is n o man who can n ot, 
if he tries, op en his heart to the emotion that .sp rin g s 
from a p rop er un derstan din g of relig ious truths. By 
cultiv atin g a deep er in sig ht in to relig ion , he will in ­ 
ev itably taste a deg ree of emotion that will en able 
him to serv e God better an d to be hap p ier in that 


serv ice.

What of the p a.st, p resen t an d 
future? 
Amon g almost all p eo­ 
p les there hav e been wise men , 
soothsay ers, mag ician s, who p ro­ 
fessed to hav e an un can n y kn ow­ 
ledg e of ev en ts an d an in sig ht 
in to the future. But the p rop hets 
of Israel are un ique in history 
in the p lace that they occup ied 
in the life of the n ation an d 
in their character 
of courag e, 
firmn ess an d in teg rity . 
The threats of kin g s or the v io­ 
len ce of their en emies n ev er dis­ 
suaded them from their p urp ose 
or turn ed them from their task of 
declarin g the judg men ts of God 
ag ain st ty ran n y an d in iquity . 
Who were these p rop hets an d 
what 
ex actly 
was their 
role? 
They were man y , as we can see 
from v arious referen ces in the 
Old Testamen t. 
But the p rop he­ 
cies of on ly 12 “Min or Prop hets” 
an d 
a 
few 
“Major 
Prop hets,” 
hav e come down to us. 
The “Min or Prop hets’’ were n ot 
min or in the sen se of bein g in ­ 
ferior 
in character, courag e or 
forcefuln e.ss to the “Major Pro­ 
p hets,” but on ly in the fact that 
their p rop hecies an d their careers 
were on a les.ser scale. 
Also, 
here an d there we hav e g limp ses 
in the p ag es of the Old Testa- 
men t of p rop hets of whom we 
hav e n o recorded writin g s, but 
whose in teg rity an d moral cour­ 
ag e rev ealed the hig h quality of 
the p rop hetic office — men like 
Nathan , who rebuked Kin g Dav id 


eó ó o n 


in a disp lay of fin e fearlessn ess 
(II Samuel 12) an d Micaiah (I 
Kin g s 22), who had equal cour­ 
ag e in sp eakin g the un p leasan t 
truth to kin g s. 
The Hebrew p rop hets had con ­ 
v iction s, 
an d they suffered 
for 
their con v iction s an d their words. 
But they n ev er flin ched, or com­ 
p romised the word of God. 
What, then was their role? Two 
v iews, sometimes con flictin g , p re­ 
v ail. 
In the on e v iew these He­ 
brew p rop hets were foretellers, 
p redictin g ev en ts to come, reach­ 
in g ev en far down in to the fu­ 
ture. 
In their p rop hecies man y 
hav e seen a p lan of the ag es, 
thoug h the p lan has n ot alway s 
been the same. 
The en d of the 
world has been p redicted ag ain 
an d ag ain on the sup p osed ev i­ 
den ce of the p rop hets, but the 
world still stan ds. 
The “key ” to 
the p rop hecies is an un certain 
thin g . 
In the other v iew the p rop hets 
were 
forthtellers, 
sp eakin g 
to 
their times, with their p rop hecies 
to be in terp reted in the lig ht of 
those times an d the ev en ts that 
were hap p en in g . 
For my own p art I believ e that 
there is truth in both these con ­ 
cep tion s. 
The p rop hets could see 
the han d of doom where ev il 
reig n ed. 
They foretold dire hap ­ 
p en in g s, but they g av e g lorious 
v ision s of God’s p urp oses. Whe­ 
ther in foretellin g or in forth- 
tellin g , it is the moral qualities 
of v ision an d of judg men t that 
domin ate all. 
We read the p ro­ 
p hets in v ^ain un less we g et their 
moral messag e.

Du ring a chat 
in New York he told me he be-j 
liev ed the Chinese gov ernment’s 
military su ccess mu st be premised 
on economic reform.

der present conditions.

The court, however, postponed 
until this afternoon its announce­ 
m ent on the guilt or innocence of 
the 25 Japanese leaders. 
The imposition of sentences will 
follow immediately after the in­ 
dividuals are pronounced innocent 
or guilty. 
The court gave no hint of how it 
would rule in individual cases, 
but it had read off a monum ental 
accumulation of evidence against 
them all. 
Near Last Chapter 
The tribunal, nearing the last 
chapter in a long-draw n court­ 
room dram a which began with the 
indictments in April of 1946, said 
“the existence of a criminal con­ 
spiracy to wage wars of aggression 
has been proved under count one 
of the indictm ent.” 
Count 
1 was returned against 
all defendants, alleges conspiracy 
to wage w ars of aggression from 
1928 to 1945. 
The indictment m aintained that 
the aim was “to secure the mili­ 
tary, naval, political and economic 
domination of East Asia and of 
the Pacific and Indian oceans and 
11 countries and islands therein 
and bordering thereon.” 
The tribunal said it did not 
think it necessary 
to 
consider 
counts 2, 3, 4 and 5—which in­ 
clude charges of 
conspiring 
to 
wage w ar of aggression 
against 
China, the United States, the B rit­ 
ish Commonwealth, France, the 
Netherlands, Portugal, Thailand, 
the Philippines and Russia. 
The judges said it did not think 
this necessary because of their 
findings on count 1, which names 
all defendants.
